Imini.Ljration, &c., m'iih installed in 
ollice; and wo talco occasion, therefore, 
to coiiipliiiioiit the head of what wo 
Tognrdns one of tlio most important 
Dopartmeuts in the public sorvibo np(ni 
the evidonocs of frosh vigor and efli- 
cieucy. Tlio portion of the report 
now more iimnodiatcly under oonsidcr- 
atiou opens with the following- ol)serY.;,- 
tions: — "Tliis Departiiioiit, aUlioiij^li

Canada, and the branch, properly 
organized, would be of veiy grciit ser- 
vice for the developoiiient of the re- 
soin-ees of the country, in facilitating 
imDrovcracnts in agriculture, in indut;- 
ing the use of the best niachinei-y and 
sys^pis pi f ftrminpr, to enable oiu- farm- 
er^ to compete with those of other conn- 
tiies." "What a Hold for usefulness does 
theso w^rds snggest. The (iovern- 
ment of the Doiiunion constituting a 
gi'eat Federal Society, as it were, for 
the encom-agement of agriculture, the 
fundamental industry of the country. 
Il^-W'ould, indeed, -be difficult to over- 
estimate the good that might be ac- 
corapliwhed ill tliis way, Here would 
be a Pcpartinciit de\-oted to the eleva- 
tion and improvement of the science of 
Agriculture. The Head of the Depart- 
ment would make it his sjiociiil busi- 

Sesa to ascertain what would be 
loab conductive to the interests of tlie 
science, and it would be his duty, botli 
in the Juxccutive cliainl)or and on tlie 
fiaQ^ of the House of Parliament to 
mSce Ino^vn and promote these inter- 
ests. "It is impossible," says there- 
port, "to conceal that there is a general 
disi)osition on the ])art of the yijiith to 
abandon the piiisnit of farniiug. and to 
overcrowil wliat are teriiiud the h'nrned 
profcKsions and commercial avocations. 
If by higher agricultiu'al education, 
and special tcclmical learning, the art 
of agricullure could be itself very 
grf'atly iiaproved, there can bo little 
<l(Mibt that this foiidoiicy of youth to 
abauiioH it would bo CDircHpondingly , 
if nut eutLiely, checked. AVhat a line 
subject is opened up here. There 
should be aCliairof Agriculture in every 
College. Tlic science slionld he taught 
in every scIhidI in the land. Agnciil- 
ture niiist be i-aiscd to thi/irue dignity 
anil iiuporlauce of a science; and until 
that is done Canada may expect her 
youth to turn their backs upon it and 
seek some more attractive, because 
more "fasliionable" pursuit. "For 
many years jiast," proceeds the ^Minis- 
ter, "tlie State lias g'iven aid to Agri- 
cultural Societies for the cncoiirag- 
ment aiul improvement of agriculture. 
Much good has been effected by this 
means, and also by means of lectures 
on agricultural siilijeets. But techni- 
cal education' is not less necessary or 
advantageous in agrlcultui-al inirsiiits. 
A faniK.T to 1)(> suciiossful should be 
Hii|(|)lic'(l witli nil the aid.'* tliiit, |iniclic:il 
and s<'icntilic training,' ciui ^'■ivi> liiiii. The

and honoured names in Engltind and 
England's history. Should it inherit -with 
ttiese the virtues, tho wisdom, tho genial 
an4 . simple manners, tho .sterling good 
sense, tho large-heartednoss which for 
centuries have cliaraetcrized its ance.stors, 
we venture to predict that, magnificent as 
■will bo its possessions and lofty its place 
in the state, it Avill bo prouder of tlie 
esteem and love of its dependents and 
neighbours than of "all "that rank and 
all that wealth o'er gave." 

The Galway ELEorro.v.— -A bishop, 
nineteen 2)rieHt3 and throe Ltyijion are to 
be proceeded against for malpractices 
during the Galway election. The Gov- 
ernment through the Attorney-General 
for Ireland„has wnQunoed this as thi ir 
decision, the English and Irish law olli- 
cers of the Crown having arrived .^t the 
conclusion that there issufliciimtevideueo 
■fco support a prosecution in 23 eases. No 
less than 36 persona were reported by Mr. 
Justice Keogh, as having bfon guilty of 
exerting ' unone influence, or otherwise 
violating'tho'BlSctoml law. Amo^g the 
number were the Eoman Catholic Arch- 
Ijishop of Tiiam, the Bishop of Clonfert 
and Galway, and twenty-two other clergy- 
men. There now seems, however, to ho 
no evidence to Hup)KU't tho charge .against 
Dr. MeHalo, Arehhisliop of Tuam, and 
tho Bishop of Galway. It is also intended 
to prosecute Captain Nolan, who was 
elected, but subsequently unseated on 
petition, and his brother. The English 
pre.fs, we notice, oxprcssos doubt that con- 
viction will euBuo in any case. 

The iNTEEKATibNAL Pkison Oonoress. 
— The International Prison Congress 
bold its final sitting in Londiui on the 
17lh July. Sir John Paekiugton presided. 
Mr. Hastings, the Chairman of tho Exe- 
cutive Committee, read a report of tho 
proceedings, in which thoy expressed an 
opinion that tho moral regeneration of 
the prisoner should be tho primary aim 
of prison discipline, that a progressive 
classification ofprisoners should be adopt- 
ed ill all jjrifions, and that iu tho trcatiucnt 
of criminals all disciplinary punislimoiits 
fihonld bo abolished.

The Cruise of the "Rose." 

Graphic Account of Her Adventures In 
tho Very Far North. 

For tho following interesting account 
of the adventures of tho steamer Koso, 
from the pen of Allen ^ Francis, Esq., 
W^^9,i;e,i)ldebted to 'Slvs. Francis: — 
Hteameu "Rose," 
Sri'KA, A. T., Aug. <), 1872. 

We left Sitka on tho morniug of the 
.,2§.th July J. fpr a cruise in the ■waters of 
Cross Sound, and.retxuned hero yes- 
terday ovoning. Wo went by tho way 
of Pearl Sr.'iits and crossed Chatham 
Sound to Kontaiiioau. Wo found but 
few Indians in tho ranclicria — nearly 
all hud gone olY fishing ',to get their 
winter food. . ,Wq re.qiained at Sontz^ 
neau a day arid'^a'' halfl*' "The Indians 
treated us civilly. When wo arrived 
in the' harbor wo fired our gun and tho 
men, women and children camo flock- 
ing on board like so many pigeons. 
Some 15 miles from Kontzneau is an- 
other tlibp pf Jii^Jians of about thp same 
number, and they have been fighting 
one another for tho last throe years. 
Those of Kontznoau regard theinsolveH 
now as the victors, having killed 14 nioro 
of thoir opponents than they have lost. 
I saw nothing intorcBting about Koutz- 
,neau,onbp the croppings of a coal mine, 
f I'om whicli 1 have some specimens. 
The Indians live in very comfort- 
able bouses. They have a very strong 
stockade behind wliieh they take shel- 
tor iu case of an attack. 

From Kontzueau wo re-crosKcd 
Chatham Soimd and went intp New 
Harbor; With bur glass we could 'see 
only a few Indians Rkulking about. 
AVe were then visit i>d by the Chief, his 
statY, and about a dozen clootcliiuen . 
The C'liief could neither sjietik English 
nor Chinook, but was good at Russian, 
which Allen understood; They ■were 
all treated to pipes and tobacco, and 
after a little chat went on shore. Tiio 
next luorniiig tlicy came off with their 
fur.s and skins, and wo traded to the 
extent of their wants except blankets. 
The Indians bore treated us well. That 
afternoon we steamed for New Harbor. 
Here we found the Indians more nu- 
merous, asitis a noted place for fialinon 
iisliiugand drying. \\'c anchored at 
least a mile from the village tired our 
gnu nnd some 25 or liO soon came on 
board. After gratifying their curiosity 
they left the steamer promising to return 
iu the morning and bring their furs and 
skins. The weather, with tho exception 
of ono day, had been delightful since we 
left Sitka, and the night wo lay in New 
Harbor was tine, clear and bright. \t 10 
o'clo("k the rays of tho dejiartiug sun wor(! 
still lingering on the Western luu-izon, 
and ono could see to read as well nn at 
mid-day. We have only about 2J j hours 
of what may bo called night from June 
till tho last of August. Tho^only thing of 
interest here is a hot spring, — water boil- 
ing and sti'am constantly rising. Wo 
trailed but little at this jioint, and after 
mid-day steamed away f(U' Divinity, — a 
snug litth? harbor about l!5 miles di.stant. 
Having east our anchor, wo hoisted our 
flag and lired two guns. Tho Lidians at 
this came on lioard. We learned from 
them that nearly all the men were out fish- 
ing, and down at Ork, where there -nas a 
largo settlement. We wanted wood; no 
after contracting for tAvo cords to bo cut, 
we dispatched a canoe with two Indians^to 
Ork to inform 'the Indians there' that wo 
were in the Bay of Divinity and ■wanted 
them to come over and trade with us. 

The next afternoon tin; Indians return- 
ed bringing only two eauoos with four 
Indians. Our messengers told ns that 
two canoes with some 20 Indians had ar- 
riveil at Urk the day before from Fort 
Simpsf)!!, loaded Avith blankets, guns, 
ammunition and rum. The Orks' told us 
the same story, and the Iiiilians had trad- 
ed ofVall their lino furs for blankets guns 
powder and lead, as they were ijreparing 
to go on tho war-path against tho Port 
Frederick Indians., After dping a littlo 
trading, getting our wood and some fresh 
water on board, tho n(*xt morning wo 
steamed for I'ort Frederick. It was our 
intention to go from Divinity to Tarcoo 
and Chilcat, but ihroo Fort Simpson ca- 
noes had been at Chilcat, and were to sail 
the next day for Tarcoo. We had neither 
Tilankets nor riim, and could expect but 
little in cousequenco at either of' these 
places. 

We arrived at Port Frederick Sunday 
afternoon. It was agreed that we would 
not lot our steam or anchor down until 
we bad learned the disposition of tho Port 
Frederick Indians. After firing ono gun 
ami floating about in the harbor about an 
hour, we espied three largo canoes filled 
witli Indians a])proacbiiig us. As soon 
as they hove in sight they kept up an in- 
cessant firing. One canoe <lisplayed tho 
American and one the English flag, while 
the other had none. When -within 20 
yards they ceased firing, one canoe board- 
ing us on the right, the other ou tho left 
and one at the stern. There were over 7i) 
of these Indians, armed wilh gnus, jjistols 
and knives. They stnight Allen and my- 
self out, and as tlio old chief advanced 
with both h.auds extended we gave liiiu 
ours, and then ho comiueneed a sjieeeh, 
holding the meanwhile on to our hands. 
He \va5 a (inarter of ail hour lotting oil' 
Ilia gas. CJiir lU'OW consisted of .\llen, 
myself, an engineer, cook, pilot and his 
clootchman, a Russian and a Sitka Indian 
(our interiireter) whose name was Peter. 
Peter was listening to the chief, and after 
he linished, toldus what the (dil chief had 
said. He was glad to see us — had a good 
heart for us. The mountains, hills, val- 
leys, rivers and watei's wo paw belonged 
to him and his ])eo]de; tliey wore full of 
animals -whose furs wero rich, and fish 
which gave them ideuty of food; his peo- 
jile had fnis ami skins, and Avanted to 
trade with us; they were glad of the op- 
portunity they had of showing us how 
Avell they could and Avould treat tho white 
l)ooi)lo; and- -much more of this kind of 
stuir. After tho liarley was over avo made 
ready to let go pur anchor, but the Indi- 
ans cautioned lis that in case of a Avind 
Ave might b(i driven ashore, and avo steam- 
ed up towards thi; ranch. We Avanled to 
anclioi- eyery yard that Ave 'adA'anced, but 
tho Indians interfoiT^edl, , ''5S5h8U 'we'got to 
tho raiudi, and right opposite their stook- 
ado, they told us was a good i)la(Mi to 
ancnor.and there the anchor was (lro]ii)ed. 

Another poAV-wow tooic [ilaee, iu which 
Avo wiu-e told that a few wi>i>l<s previous 
one of their men bad lulled an Ork In- 
diaa by mistolce. They Avero out hunting

Ork making a noiso liko a seal to attract 
them outhe berg, Avliieh tho Port i'rederick 
Indian heard, crept up and shot him 
through tho head. Tho Port Frederick 
Indian told the Orks hoAV ho had killed 
their friend, . The, Orks visited Port 
iVedefiok and for thp^ , dj|ad Indian got 
300 blankets and four slaves. It hapiien- 
od that tho dead Indian Avas a third or 
fourth rate tyhoo, luid the Orks returned 
claiming more pay, Avliieh was resisted 
and tho Orkstliereloro loft declaring war 
against tho Port Frederick Indiana. Tho 
old chief also told us that sqme flvo. or ^ix 
Aveoks previous a number of his people 
visited Sitka, and the whites there had 
treated them very badly, Avounded a man 
and Avoman Avlio Avero on shore and that 
Avo must seo them. We heard of this 
trouble Avhilo at Sitka, but our friends 
told us that tho Sitka Indians, Avho Avere 
the cause of the dilliculty, had paid this 
-w;oman and man , and tliat they had boon 
taken home perfectly satisfied. Tho old 
chief iu his liarraugue told us ho wanted 
us to go to Sitka and t(dl the Avhitos that 
Indians knoAV how to treat their Avliito 
friends. 

The Indians remained ou board about 
tAVo hours, during which timo Allen dis- 
tributed tobacco and a pipe to each. As 
soon as affairs got fpiiotod doAvn on board 
I took Peter and Aveut <ui .shore, A-isitiiig 
the old chief and bis three subordinates, 
and Avas taken to seo the wounded Avomaii. 

expressed allithe sorroAV I could, looking 
at her hand and arm. Her thumb and two 
fore fingers Avere" shot off, her arm Avas 
much sAvollen and was purple ond yelloAv. 
They told mo she had eaten nothing for 
tAVO days. 1| thought to myself, if this 
wiunau should die while Avoare here one 
of us will bo killiul. 

On Monday, the day following our ar- 
rival, the Indians, sipiaws and childri'U 
congrcgat(Ml on board to such an extent 
that AVO could seai-i'(>ly get about. Allen, 
I'ider, auil tho pilot, AVtu'o m the trad(;- 
roou'i trading with the Indians. Allen 
reported that thi> Imlians would luu-e the 
(;oods at their own prici^ but he made all 
diday ])ossiblo. In the evening some 
Avords passed between Pet(U' and tho old 
Chief about the Avounded Avoman, Avben 
the old felloAv vei-y abruptly left the 
steamer and, as he did so, called off all his 
men and AVf)inen. W(^ learned from Peter 
that the old idiief had said that all our 
goods and tho steamer Avould not pi y 
them for the AVOunded AVoman if she died. 
Peter told him if they took a thing from 
'the steamer tlu^ Jiostoiis would coir.(! and 
kill them all. AVheii the Indians got 
on shore they commenced firing thoir 
guns, the balls from Avhich used to strike 
the Avater near the bow and' stern of the 
steamer. • ; - 

The,*ext day, (Tuesday) the old CMef, 
Indians and squaAVs .came oh board as 
usual and commenced trading. Tliej- 
bought nothing l)ut brown domestics, but 
enquired if avo had any i)owdor and lead, 
ami Avhen told Ave had, seemed satisfied. 
Tho old CUiief and lus three subordinates 
told Peter thoy Avero going to dine Avith 
.Vllenand myself that evening. When 
the cook announced tho dinner ready I 
sent f(U- them and, as poljfoly as I knew 
how, sif^iied them to take seats Avith us at 
the table. They looked at each other 
with perfect surprise, backed out of the 
cabin and went on shore, calling all their 
men and Avomru to leave. Aft(U- they got 
on slioro and hail had thoir danco and 
Avhooping to their content, they caire out 
of the old chief's house and eonuiii'nced 
tiring directly over the steanu'r. They 
Avero motioned to desist, which seemed 
only to provoke them to fire faster and 
nearer. Finally they got sick of this fun 
and retired. Our Peter assured us that 
all the disjilay avo had seen was on nr- 
co""t of expecting the Orks every day. 
We did not liko their manifestation's. 
Tho first night thoy detailed two Indians 
and a kloochman to remain on board ; the 
second nigjitj a \^atch of half a - dozen or 
more were on the boaoh. Allen sent Peter 
on nhoro tliat OA'ouing Avitli some rice and 
a pan of molasses. The Indians had a 
big j)ow-Avow over it, and wlien Peter 
camo off to the steamer he brou^rht a 
clootchman. They had a long talk to- 
gether. About 10 o'clock ho took her on 
shore and when he returned he told ns 
tho Indians meant ns trouble tho next day 
— they Avauted our jioAvder and lead and 
provisions, as they had to light tho Orks 
and could not leave to g(>t asu])])lY, — that 
they intended to kill Allen and myself, 
keep the others as slaA-es and burn or sink 
the steamer. Getting together and con- 
sulting we conolndod not to have any fun 
of that kind if wo could avoid if , and to 
get out of their clutches at all hazards. 
It was !u-rang(Ml that lire should lie im- 
mediately kindled under the boiler and 
ths anchor hovo taut. Tho night Avas 
cloudy and the steamer lay in the shade 
of the forest. While the dogs on tho 
Rose were being muzzled and the an- 
chor chain hauled in, I Avent to load our 
cannon. Ou jiutting down tho rod, I 
found it had been tampered Avith, — the 
rod Avonld not go doAA'u, and on feeling 
tho vent-hole,I found Avatcr oozing outand 
Ave had to abandon this means of defence. 
Our small arms,— one Henry riflo, one 
Warren six-shooter rill(\ one doulde-bar- 
roUod gun and four revolvers, Avith am- 
munition — whore plaeeil so as to be at 
hand Avhon wanted. As soon as sni'ic ient 
stflanj Avaa on, tho anchor was loosened 
from the bottom, Slow steam, lot on, and 
AVO began to moA'o. When beyond thoir 
roach she Avas given full ])ower of steam 
and three farewell Avhistles were all these 
rascals have heard of us since.
